Lo.vDON-, June 23.— This d^y was one 
of the most fatiguing of the week for the 
Queen, the ofliciiil prouramnae demand- 
ing tlie reception ot several dietingniBlied 
bodies of oflicial personages. Tlie cliief 
event of the day and 6ne of the most in- 
teresting of the week was the presenta- 
tion to tlie Queen of congratulatory ad- 
dreseea fi-oiii both houses of Parliament, 
which occurred at Biiclcingham Puhice 
this niorninf^. 

I\early half a century had passed 
since the House ol Commons had visited 
the sovereign in a body, tlie last occasion 
being the ureEontatioa^of an addreiis 
acknowletlKing the reception of the 
Queen's message announcing the declar 
ation of war against Ilossia, nnci noi 
since the early forties, when addresses 
were made of congratulation to tlie 
Queen on the failure of attempts 
at assassination, has she received the 
two houses tocetlier. There were brief 
formalities at Westminster to-day, ami 
after the formal announcement by Lord 
Salisbury in the llouee of Lords, and 
Mr. Balfour in the House of Commons, 
that the (iueon would be pleased to re- 
ceive the two lioiises, tiiey proceeded in 
stately i)roceP6ion to the palace. There 
they assunibleii in the ball room, and 
after a brief delay the doors were 
thrown open and the announcement 
made that Iler Majesty was prepared to 
give them audience. Thereupon the 
'.Old Chancellor and the Speaker of the 
Ho^l8e' of Commons advanced side by 
side to the throne, each followed by the 
members of bis own bouse. Lord 
Chancellor Habbury knelt at the 
foot of the throne and read 
the address in that position, then hand- 
ing it to the Queen. After the parlia- 
mentary ceremony the tiueeu received 
in the same manner the mayors and 
provosts of provinces, and the cliairmeii 
of county councils, who were afterwards 
entertained at luncheon at the palace. 

The tiueen left the jialace soon after 
4 :,S0 p.m., returning to Paddiugtoii rail- 
road station by tlie same route as fol- 
lowed on arrival and in semi-state. Her 
Majesty was greeted willi the eiime en- 
thusiastic cheers, and tliere was a jifetty 
scene on Constitution Hill, near the 
palace, where, on the grand stands used 
to view the jirocession yesterday, there 
were 10,000 children from the schools. 
Each child wore a special medal and red 
badge, and the teachers blue badges and 
white dresses. All the children were in 
their " Sunday best" and presented a 
very pretty picture. On the arrival of 
the (.iueen the children ail joined in 
singing the national anllKMii, led by the 
band, with a heartiness and fr(!elines8 
never surpassed. The Maniuis of Lon- 
donderry, as cliairman, presentetl toiler 
Majesty an address on behalf ot the 
school board, and the Bishop of London 
and others ilid the same on behalf ol 
other school bodies. Among the mem- 
bers of the committee ))reeent were Car- 
dinal Vaughan and Baron Kothschild. 

The linal ejiisode of the progress was 
at the castle itatea, where addresses from 
Windsor bodies were received. As the 
(Queen's carriage appeared at the en- 
trance of her home the national anthem 
was uhanted in welcome by three hun- 
dred voices. The day's festivities were 
brouglit to an end by an illumination of 
the palace. 

MR. DEPEW'S l.MPilESSIONS. 

The Eloquent American on the Striking 
Features of the Jubilee Procession. 

LoxDON, June 23.— Ohauncey M. De- 

pew, who witnessed yesterday's proces- 
sion as a guest of the Baroness Burdette- 
Coutts, thus gives his impression of the 
.Tubilee lo the Associated I'resL : "Tl.e 
Diamond .Jubilee jirocession passed ami 
left !i lasting inijirussion. Its jirepara- 
tiou tequired sixty years — it was over in 
sixty minutes. Pride, power and ador- 
ation were its characteristics — pride in 
the imperial position ot Great Britain, 
and an e.^hiliilioii of the power which 
inspires this national exultation, and 
fervid loyalty in action, expression and 
thought for the Queen. 

".■\B a pageant it was dramatic and 
historic. The Lord Mayor, in robes of 
ollice, meeting the sovereign at the city 
gates, recalled early suggestions of lib- 
erty in the privileges won from kings 
by free cities, and the aherill', in metlie- 
val costume, escorting the monarch 
within his bailiowick, gave a glimiise of 
the origin and recognition of civil rights 
by the throne. The inoiiarchs, escorted 
by princes and guarded by the military 
forces of realm, both regulars and volun- 
teers, national and colonial, evidenced 
the strength and permanency ot the 
monarchical system with this people. 

" We, the Americans, glory in our 
country and its marvellous developnienta 
in a hundred years, and duly assert our- 
selves on the Fourth of July. The cele- 
bration by the Germans, of the anniver- 



sary of the battle of Sedan nnd the 
founding of the (.iermau empire 
always a wonderful e.Nhibition of race 
and national feelings. 

" But the concentrated and irrepres 
sible joy and pride which preceded, ac 
companied and followed the Qtieen like 
a resistless torrent, surpassed anything 
ever witnessed before. Thouf!;h many 
races nnd many tongues participated,the 
dominant and absorbing impression was 
Enelisb and the glory of England. Peers 
and commoners, masters and workmen, 
the millionaire and the multitude, were 
welded b^ a tremendons"- force. This 
concentration of loyalty from the re- 
motest corners of the earth into a wild, 
frantic mass ot patriotic enthusiasm liatl 
an ed'ect upon observers which can be 
likened to nothing so much as that 
evoked by the triumphal procession of 
the Koman conqueror. Men and wo- 
men eagerly expressed to each other and 
emphasized to foreiirner8,aa the colonials 
marched by, that they were not captives 
chained to the chariot of their contjueror, 
but willing subjects, free citi/ena of one 
world-wide empire, following the be- 
loved sovereign. 

" Wliite. yellow, and black soldiers 
trooped by, each accelerating and in- 
creasing the tidal wave of enthusiasm, 
and presenting a panorama of power un- 
equalled in history. The seeds of this 
power were in the American revolution 
and expanded into this wonderful spec- 
tacle by principles of self government so 
triumphantly vindicated by the founders 
of the United States, The sovereign and 
British statesmen who believed that the 
colonies could be governed from London, 
and taxed for the mother country, lo 
for iCngland the American colonies, and 
the sovereign and statesmen taught by 
our success, who have left each settle 
ment absolute independence and home 
rule, have builded upon these founda 
Lions and vastly strengthened by this 
re-union the British empire. 

" Among the American spectators 
there was no jealously nor stint of praise 
and applause. We could both glory in 
the vitality and virility of the mother 
country. We were not marching in the 
procession, but were . present as the 
proud equals in all that constitutes a free 
people and a great nation, 

"It was pleasing to note ourneighbors, 
Canada. Thev easily took the lead 
among the colonials, and the fact that 
the province of tiuebec was in rebellion 
when Victoria came to the thione, and

bei Premier, now here, is a Frechman 
and a Catholic, appealed to the English 
imagination. That the descendants of 
Montcalm and bis countrymen should 
vie with the children of Wolfe and his 
soldiers in their loyalty, and that Can- 
ada has made a beginning by favoring 
Great Britain as against other nations 
in het tarill", have touched both the Brit- 
ish heart and pocket. 

'■ I can conjecture no tribute like the 
popular ovation to the Queen ever hav- 
ing been given to any human being. Re- 
spect, reverence, love and gratitude are 
words too tame, and there is no inter- 
mediate expression between tbem and 
adoration. 

" This primeval age does not worship; 
but leaving out the ideal of divinity, 
yesterday's meeting of the Queen and 
Empress is its equivalent. That she 
was deeply moved was evident; but she 
seemed more absorbed liy the sipnili- 
caiice of the event than conscious of her 
part. Therein she impressed rue as be- 
ing jiroud and happy with this grand 
trilmte of her people, but at the same 
time sharing with them the universal 
joy in the thought, both oppressive and 
elevatinc, that there has not been such 
si.-ity years in recorded time, that all na- 
tiousenjoyed its lieneflts and blesainus, 
and none more than our own. 

" But for this day and place the crowd 
only saw what Great Britain had gain- 
ed during her reign and accorded the 
praise therefor to her. Her reign baa 
been a period of emancipation in Eng- 
lish history. The prerogative of the 
throne lias diminished, and by her rule 
and conduct its power is so increased 
that a welcome came with such acclaim 
and unity from a free people, governing 
themselves, who gave its might a 
majesty. Making due allowance for the 
exultation of the hour, Victoria will 
occupy a great place in the history of the 
r.ith century. Her iiilliieiu'o for iieaco 
has been of momentous consequence to 
Great Britain, Europe and civilization. 
She always has been cordial in her 
friendslii |iM and anxious for the loftiest 
relatioiibliiM with the United States. 
Her messages, sweet, tender and woman- 
ly, to the willow of Lincoln, and the 
wife of dying Garfield, gave her a wel- 
come and permanent memory in our 
American homes across the sea. In esti- 
mation of her influence, we must picture 
what might have occurred with a war- 
like or corrupt sovereign, and recognize 
her power as the accttuHiliUed force of 
sixty years' wisdom as ruler, and as the 
best example of a woman, wife and 
mother."

London-, June 23, — Mr. G. W. Stevone^^ 
who was present at' the services at St. 
Paul's cathedral, writes in the Daily- 
Mail of that interesting ceremony. De- 
scribing the Queen's approach, he says: 
" Three and three came a kaleidescope 
of dazzling horsemen, equerries, aides 
de camp, attaches, ambassadors and 
princes, sill the pomp of all nations of 
the earth, scarlet and gold, azure and 
gold, emerald and gold, white and gold, 
always a cbpngine tumult of colors. lb 
was enough. No eye could bear mora 
orgeoutness; no more gorgeouenesa 
could there be unless princes are to 
clothe themselves in rainbows and the 
very sun. 

"The prelude was played, and now 
the great moment was at liand. Already 
carriages were rolling up, full of the 
Queen's kindred, full of her children and 
children'd cliildren, but we hardly 
looked at them. Down there tliroii^di 
an avenue of eager faces, throtigli a 
storm of wfiite waving handkerchiefe, 
through roaring volleys of cheers, ibens 
was approaching a carriage drawn by 
eight cream horses. The roar surged up 
the street, keeping pace with the eight 
horses; 

'* The carriage passed the barrier, it 
entered the churchyard, it wheeled lefc 
and then right; it drove up t\> the very 
steps of the cathedral. We all leaped 
up, cheers broke into screams, and the 
enthusiaBm welled to delight. The sun, 
watery until now, shone out suddenly 
clearly and dry, and there was a little, 
plain. Hushed old lady, all in black, with 
a silvery streak under her black bonnet 
and with a simple white sunshade, 
sitting quite still, with the corners of her 
mouth drawn tight as if she was trying 
not to cry, but that old lady was the 
Queen and you knew it. You did not 
want to look at the glittering uniforms, 
nor yet at the bright gowns and young 
faces .HV.^thei~!(!arriageB, nor yet at th« 
stately "priiicess, though by now all 
these were ranged in a half circle around 
her. 

" You could not look at anybody but 
the Queen, so very quiet, bo very grave, 
so very punctual, and so unmistakably 
every inch a lady and a Queen. 

It was almost pathetic, if you will, 
that small black figure in the middle of 
these shining cavaliers, this great army, 
this roaring multitude, but it was also 
very glorious. 

" When other kings of the world drive 
abroad, an escort rides close at the 
wheels of their carriage. The QMeeit 
drove through her people quite plain ami 
open, with just one soldier at the curb- 
stone betweeu lier and them. Why not'f 
They are (juite free; they have no canso 
to fear her. They have much cause to 
love her. Was it not all for her — gala 
trappings of the streets, men, horsefi, 
guns and the living walls of British men 
and women? For the Queen summed up 
all that had gone before, all the soldiers 
and sailors, the big-limbed colonials and 
the strange men from unheard of islands 
over the seas. We knew now what that 
which had come before all stood for; 
we knew as we bad never known before 
what the Queen stood for. The Empire 
had come together to revere and blcsfi 
the mother of the Empire. The mother 
of the Empire had come to do homage 
to the one being more majestic than 

e. 

" There were the archbishop, bishops 
id deans, in goUl and crimson caps and 
white orange and gold embroidered vest- 
ments, waiting on the steps. There, 
through gaps in the iiillars, you coald 
see all her ministers and great men, a 
strange glimpse of miniature faces, as in 
some carefully labored picture, where 
each face stands for an honored name. 
All stood, and the choir san^ the Ta 
Deum. Next rose up a melodious voice 
intoning prayers. 

The Queen bowed her head , and then 
the whole choir and the company out- 
side the cathedral, and the whole com- ' 

any in the Etaiuis at the windows, on 
the hous(! tops, and away down tlie 
street, all standing, all uncovered, began 
sing the one hundredth Paahn, 
' Come ye before Him and rejoice.' 

"The (.itieen'B lips were tit'ht.and her 
eyes, perhaps it was fancy, looked dim, 
jut then ' Three idieers for the (iueen/ 
and the Dean, pious man, was wildly 
waving that wonderful crimson cap and 
the pillars and roof were ringing ks if 
they would come down. The Queen 
looked up and smiled and the Queen's 
»milo was the end of it all, a smile that 
broke down the sad mouth, a amile that 
seemed half reluctant so wistful and yet 
so kind, so aincere, so motherly,"

THE PEOPLE DEMAND IT. 

Evidence multiplies that the Province 
i8 very much in earnest in demanding 
aid for a railway thiougli Western 
Kootenaj'. Some of the localities may 
express a preference for one company 
and some for another ; but except thoae 
wiio expect personall}' to profit by tlie 
construction of the railway, no one 
cares particularly who builds it. 
Many, indeed, moat oi those juet re* 
ferred to would vrillingly subordinate 
any plans of their own to the welfare ol 
Ihe Province in this matter. The posi- 
tion of the Colonist on the subject is 
this : Let ua labor for a railway that 
-irill open Western Kootenay and bring 
& share of its trade to the Coast. It ia 
very evident that we cannot expect to 
)tet a line all the way through to the 
Const Eubsidized this year. Let ua take 
what we can get. If we can ^et a line 
from i'entictoa to RoEsland by all means 
let U8 have it, and let ua labor hard lur 
this. If wo can only get a road from 
Ponticton to Boaodary Greek, that 
alone is worth striving for. The Coi,o- 
KiHr does not care who builds the road. 
Id will support tlie government of the 
Dominion and the Province in giving 
Eiibaiiliea to either ot the existing com- 
panies or to any new company, pro- 
vided of course that the company getting 
it is ftaancially able to build the line. 
It will oppose any proposition to subsi- 
dize any company, asHociation or indi- 
vidual to enable it or him to sell out to 
Boine one else. What it wants to see is 
work cf construction begun at once and 
prosecuted to completion witli tlie great- 
cat possible speed ; and it knows that in 
saying this it is voicing the sentiments 
of nine hundred and ninety-nine out of 
every thousand people in the Province. 

A ptiblic moetiuK ba? been called for 
Saturday night. The language of the 
requisition and the names Bigne<l to it 
show that it ia a movement of buaineHS 
men. Hundreds of additional names 
could hare been secured, but it 
was thought desirable to lose no 
time in getting signatures for 
it was important to call the meet- 
iuf; on aa lout; notice as j>osaible. There 
ought to be a large atteiulaiicu. The 
meeting ia not called to condemn any 
one for whathas beendone, or to advance 
t ho interestBof any individual. The sole 
object is to impress upon the Dominion 
government the idea that the people of 
British Columbia are a unit in demand- 
ing better means of coinmiiiiication with 
Jvootenay. It would be a blunder to 
couple with this ell'ort condemnation of 
any one company and championship of 
any other. The onus of determining 
■v\xo shall construct the road may very 
properly bo thrown upon the Sominion 
government. That is a matter which 
rannot be settled at a public iriceting. 
All that is sought on Saturday ia a pub- 
lic expreBsion of the demand of the peo- 
ple of Victoria, in common with those of 
the rest of British Columbia, for govern- 
ment aid to a railway that will open 
West Kootenay and Rive it better acceaa 
to the Coast. 

MR. SSEPPABJD'S MISSION. 

There is nothing spectacular about 
ZVIr. Sheppard's misaiou to Niexico, Cen- 
tral and South America. Ife goes to 
thi>;-ti couiitriua not to deal in "glitterint; 
goncralitieu," but to make practical 
business inqairies. If his mission is 
sacceBsful he wilbbo able when he comes 
home to tell intending exporters what it 
will coat them to deliver goods at any 
port between hero and Valparaiso, and 
the proliable price tiiat can be got for 
then.. He will also he able to tell what 
sort of goods that Southern countries 
which be will visit will be most likely to 



take. He seems to he very well ecpiip- 
ped for such a miesion and we are hoi)e- 
fiil as to the resttltB. j-'iv* 

Mr. Sheppard Beemis'to be very san- 
guine himself over the outlook for trade 
with the South, but at the same time he 
thoroughly nppreciatea the practical side 
of tlitt subj-ict. He realizes that being a 
British country, Canada will hud Mexico 
and Eotne of the other Spanish-.-Vuierican 
states very favorably disposed towards 
her ; but he does not lose sight of the fact 
that we have a powerful competitor 
in the United States and that there 
ia no use in our attempting to 
cultivate a market there unless we are 
prepared to furiiiali goods of as good 
quality and at as low a price aa anyone 
else. Unless we can do this, any sub- 
sidy which the government may give 
will be as good as wasted. 

The proposed steamship line may, un- 
der favorable circumatanceB, easily be- 
come of very great importance to Vic- 
toria and Vancouver. Its possible busi- 
ness embraces very much more than the 
eschange between Canada and the 
Southern republica of natural produce. 
There is no good reason why it should 
not 1)0 the great passenger route to the 
South from all points in the northern 
tier of States of the American union, 
Canada and Great Britain. The pro- 
posed fast Atlantic line will bring pass- 
engers to Halifax from Great Britain in 
four and a half daya. Five days more 
will bring them across the continent and 
two weeks from Vancouver or Victoria 
would land them at Panama. This ia as 
quickly as they can go by existing lines 
on the Atlantic, and most trav- 
ellers would prefer a route tiiat 
aflforda a railway journey for 
tiiree thousand miles of the distance, 
instead of ft long unbroken sea voyage. 
Theae southern republics are already 
consumers to some extent of Orienr-al 
products, although to what extent we 
do not know. This trade might better 
come across the ocean to British Colum- 
bia ports by the 0. P. B. steamers and 
be sent south on the proposed line, than 
be jjarried in any other way. This 
means more than that Victoria might be 
a distributing point for merchandize for 
the Orient, because the trans-Pacific im- 
portations which such a trade would de- 
velop would lead to a great increase in 
the exports of British Columbia products 
to China and Japan, This feature of the 
case ia of very great importance. 

At the meeting in the Board of Trade 
rooms Sir. Davidge pointed out the rea- 
son why a subsidy for the proposed line 
ia asked, and why private enterprise 
cannot undertake to establish it un- 
assisted. In a few words, this reason is 
that the trade of the countries in" ques- 
tion is now set in certain lines and it is 
necessary to secure a company putting 
in a competing line against any discour- 
aging losses at the outset, or until they 
have been able to show the business 
men of the southern cities that the en- 
terprise ia a permanent one, that they 
will be safe to contract with. 

It is hoped that some of the Southern 
governments will see their way clear to 
uniting with Canada in putting the 
proposed line on a good footing. Mr. 
Davidge said that he wants a subsidy 
for four years. He will be better satis- 
fied if part of this subsidy comes from 
other countries besides Canada, that is 
to eay, while asking the Dominion gov- 
ernment for a certain subsidy he does 
not propose to ask the Southern repub- 
lics for something in addition, if those 
countries will contribute something, 
there will be so much the leas for the 
Dominion to pay. 

Mr, Sheppard's visit has left a very 
pleasant impression in Victoria, and 
made every one feel more than ever the 
importance of building up a commerce 
with the countries to the south of us, 
and more sanguine of a successful out 
cume of the elf'orta now being made in 
that direction.

A STK.VMnii has gone from London to 
Franz Josef'a Land to bring back the 
Jackson expedition, which started three 
years ago on a ship expedition for the 
North Pole. While Jackson started on 
the supposition that he could make the 
journey on sledges, he was prepared for 
water travel aa well. He intended to 
establish depots of provisions and move 
forward with great care. 

At a service in Plymouth Congrega- 
tional church in Seattle, oneof the largest 

churches in the city, last Sunday, while 
a hymn appropriate to the Diamond 
Jubilee was being sung Itov. W. H. G. 
Temple, the pastor, reipiested all per- 
sona present who were British by birth 
to rise, and the Seattle Times says that 
more than half the great congregation 
stood up.

The JabileeOarnival cloaed last even- 
ing literally in a blaze of fireworka, and 

now citizens and visitors will devote 
tlie rcDjaininK half of the week to getting 
back to tlie serious afliiira of life and re- 
calline with delight the vanished pleas- 
' urea of the holidays. That the festival 
of 1897 will be long remembered ia a 
certainty. It deservea to be, for nothing 
could have been smoother than the dis- 
posal of the numerous events makinir up 
the four days' rejoicing. Even with the 
constantly movinj]; crowds and the un- 
avoidable masBiiif; .it the eeeue of the 
cliief attractions, the celebri'.tion passed 
witliout the chronicling of a sinf^lo 
fatality or even of an accident of 
serious cfiaracter, while pocketpicking 
and petty thievinp generally appears to 
have been confined to a very few iso- 
lated and unimportant cases. Indeed 
thfi sharpers who followed the crowds 
hither in the expectation of reaping a 
harveat appear to be the only onea dis- 
aatiafied with the juat concluded feati- 
val. And their disappointment ia a 
sicrnal compliment to the efficiency of 
the police arrangements. The presence 
of the American seamen and their 
battleship, and the hearty i)articipation 
nf the Oregon's company in the pleas- 
ures and [jastiuies of the carnival, will 
go far toward strengthening tne feeling 
of amicable neighborliness between 
British Columbia and the adjacent 
states, while tlio knosvledge that Uncle 
Sam's servants and citizens were pleased 
to join with the subjects of Her Majesty 
in doing honor to ihe momentous occa- 
aion of the Diamond Jubilee ia aome- 
thing more to recall hereafter with un- 
alloyed aatiefaction and unqualified 
pleasure. 

THE MUSICAL COMPETlTIOxX. 

Wasner's First Regiment Band From Seat- 
tle Takes the Honors of the 

Tournament. 

To the gentleman who first suggested 
the desirability of including a band tour- 
nament among the celebration attra 
tions Victorians and their visitors owe 
sincerest thanks. True, the expecta- 
tions were not realized in connection 
with the number of musical organiza- 
tions presenting themselves as candi- 
dates for the prizes, but the (lanlity of 
the music left nothing to be desired. 
The contest was heartily enjoyed by a 
inuaic-loving throng of thousands, and 
the announcement that the First Kegi- 
meot band of Seattle had been adjudged 
the best of all waa received with round 
after round of cordial cheera— for the 
verdict had been anticipated by the 
crowd from the time the American vis- 
itors were heard in tlieir first selection. 
The giving of tlie second prize to the 
musicians of II. M.S. Imperieuae and of 
third place to the well known band of 
tlie Fifth Regiment had not been so 
luucli of a foregone conclusion. The 
inaaterly handling of the overture from 
" Mariatana " undoubtedly went far 
toward winning recognition for the band 
from tlie ship, and beaidcs no one was 
disposed to (luestion the cajiability and 
absolute impartiality of the judges — 
Meaars. Wm. Greig, George Jay, jr., 
J. A. Longfield. 

These gentlemen occupied a dimin- 
utive teat placed a hundred feet or more 
diatant from the crowd — bounded en- 
closure in which each of the competing 
hands in turn took its position. A nar- 
row lane waa kept clear by the iiolice for 
the waves of melody to traverse en route 
to the judges' ears, but infringements 
on this territory were constant and un- 
avoidable. The spectators were not 
aware that the bands had expressed a 
jireference for playing on terra linna, 
tlio wind assisting them to |)lay toward 
the judging committee, and continually 
])ressed upon those in charge of arrange- 
ments the advice that the band stand 
should be made use of. 

Kanaimo's Silver Cornet band had 
entered and waa expected to arrive by 
the noon train. For some reason or 
other, however, the Coal City musicians 
came not, and the tournament, there- 
fore, narrowed to a three-cornered con- 
teat, with a prize for each and all. 
The competing organizationa were 
I'"ir8t liegiment band of Seattle, 
under the leadership of its 
founder, Ilerr T. II. Wagner; the 
hand of II. M.S. ImperiuBC, led by Hen- 
ry Moss, and the band of the Filth Ki'gi- 
ment, C. A., under the direction uf 
lianduiaster ,1. .M. iMnn. The last named 
liad the greatest niunlier of niuBiciaiis 
at hi= conimanil, 22 pieces forming the 
hand, while llerr Wagner's baton waved 
over 131 — but the !;ome band was un- 
. questionably at great disadvantage in 
the quality of its instruments. iMtch 
hand was required to play three num-

hers— a march, an overture and a 
waltz — and the judges decided to give no 
detailed reasons for their award, which 
it is eufficient to say was unanimou 

It was the flagship band that opened 
the tournament, the "B. B. N." mare 
(llightanround) being given with taste 
anil swing and in perfect time; th 
crowd applauded and the critics nodde 
their heads in unqualified approva 
Then the home regimental band waa 
heard, in the " Alanhattan Beach 
march (Sousa), a selection that i 
as much a favorite with the Vic 
toria public as it is with Band 
master Finn, The "■ Independen 
tia " march (K. B. Hall) waa chosen by 
Herr Wagner as his introductorj- num 
her, and tlie performance waa so artistic 
that had the contest ended with the 
marches the popular verdict would hav 
been instantly returned ia favor of th 
Seattle organization. There was no ques 
tioning the superiority of thebandor th 
capability of its leaders; the latter was 
jirompt to utilize to the heat advantage 
every point at his command, and showed 
that generalship as well aa musical abil 
ity count for something in a band tourn 
ament. For example, while the Fifth 
Regiment band played in the customary 
circle formation with the loader within — 
and it so happened with the brasses be 
tween the judges and the less noisy 
wood instruments — the Seattle bund was 
carefully placed facing the judges 
tent with the wood instruments 
well in front and the drums 
and brass in the background 
The three selectiona were well chosen 
and each in turn commanded expres- 
sions of approbation on every hand, In 
perfect unison, admirable time, preci- 
sion and artistic taste, the Wagner b ind 
was easily the best organization of the 
three competing. Ita tournament pro 
gramme waa :

On the awards being announced each 
of the bands waa heartily cheered by 
tiie crowd, and the news that the Seattle 
band would give complimentary concei U 
in the evening in the front of the Colo- 
nist and Times ofBces was received with 
fresh expressions of enthusiasm. 

It is now eight years since the fine 
musical company under Mr. Wagner's 
direction was organized in connection 
with the First Regiment, N. G. W., to 
which it has ever since been attached. 
.•Vt present the band includes 21 pieces 
— G clarinets, 1 piccolo, ;i cornets, 4 
altos, 2 trombones, 1 baritone, 1 K flat, 
1 double B fiat bass and 2 drums. Herr 
Wagner himself playa a cornet even 
while directing : among his most bril- 
liant soloists are Senor Do Capario, for 
two years or more solo baritone with 
the celebrated Liberati hand; A. C. Mc- 
Laren, clarionet ; and Eugene Driacoll, 
trombone and violin— a gentleman espe- 
cially capable with the latter magic in- 
strument. 

The tournament, which waa certainly 
the chief feature of the closing day of the 
tournament, was in charge of a commit- 
tee composed of Messrs. N. Shakespeare, 
R. L. Drury, and Col. Wolfenden, to 
whom Aid. Hall rendered valuable 
assistance in the making of arrange- 
ments at the park. The prizes which 
fell to the competing bands were well 
worth contesting for, if.375 being divided 
in the following proportions :

Seattle fleet, ran on to the Sleeper rocks 
between 15racknuin I'c Ker'.-i wharf and 
Laurel Point in the morning. Slio 
struck pretty hard and stuck so fast 
that it took a pinnace from II.JI.S. Im- 
perieuse to pull her oil'. She was badly 
shaken up, but took part in the race she 
was entered in, making a good showing 
considering the circumstances. 

The yachts had to make a dead heat 
to windward on the hrst leg yesterday, ii 
beam wind on Iho second and a fairly 
free run home. The wind was not suit- 
able for apinnakera and much of the 
beauty of the run home was thereby 
spoiled. 

The only accidents of any note in the 
regatta waa when the AUie's main sheet 
fouled the buoy in making the first turn. 
She finished the race, hut the handicap 
was too great to be overcome. The May 
waa fouled by the Deborah in D class, 
but made a very pretty run home. 

One of the prettiest races from start to 
finish was that of I), class. The Gee 
W'hiz, Imp, Flora, Juanita, Deborah, 
Noreen, May, Viola and Cbispa crossed 
the line almost together, there being but 
one minute and fourteen seconds be- 
tv.'een the first and last boat. The dif- 
ference in the actual running time was 
but si.xteen and a half minutes and the 
yachts were all closely bunched around 
the course. The Flora was first in, 
about a half length ahead of the Gee 
Whiz, Oaptain VV. S. Gore, the prize 
winner of last year. 

The firat boat to croas the line is not 
necessarily the winner, as the person 
not familiar with yachting is'apt to sup- 
pose. The boats are liandicappcd ac- 
cording to size and riirging, and tlio last 
joat in is just as liable as not to win 
first prize. 

The greatest interest of the day was 
centered in the class A race. The Ari 
adne, the Jubilee, the Myth, the Kepie 
and Gracie Felix, of Tacoma, 
were the starters. They got away 
the order n.imed, the Gracie 
Felix getting away very slowly. There 
waa hardly enough breeze to suit her, 
and, in company with the Kelpie, she 
trailed the three leadera during the race. 
The enthusiasm waa great when the 
Ariadne passed the Myth, and no one 
cheered any louder than Captain Leam- 
ing and hia crew. 

The Britannia of Nanaimo, the White 
Star of Seattle, and the Wideawake, 
Falcon and Nancy of Victoria were the 
starters in Class B and they Bailed a 
very pretty race, being closely bunched 
ill the way around. 

The Daisy Bell, Lily, .\llie, Ariadne, 
rom Whatcom, and Frou Frou were the 
starters in Class C and were evenly 
enough matched to make a pretty race. 

Captains Burns and Laurie and Secre- 
ary Mallandoine had their headquar- 
ters in a tent near Pearliue rock 
and were kept busy keeping 
track of the difTerent yachts aa 
they rounded the course. The ar- 
rangements were perfect, and every- 
thing passed oil' without the slightest 
hitch. Sergeant Northcott, of the 
Fifth Regiment, was in charge of the 
field piece used for starting and he waa 
in evidence all the time. 

The ofticers of the flagship took a keen 
nterest in the regatta and a pinnace 
rora tlie Imperieuse followed the yachts 
around the course. 

Owing to the late hour at which the 
yacht races finished and the consequent 
measurements and calculations to be 
made to figure out time limits, it was 
'mpossible to figure out the list of win- 
ners laat night. They will, however, Ije 
given out thia morning.

THE GUN TOURNAMENT. 

Crack Shots From the American Side Make 
Sport Interesting and Very Keen. 



The Sail Over the Course Opposite Beacon 
HiU-The Sight Witnessed by Thou- 
sands of Spectators. 

Tlio yacht races yesterday drew a larire 
number of spectators to the sliore ad- 
joining tlio Diilhis road, where a re- 
niarkably pretty sight was presented. 
The day waa au ideal one overlioad, bnt 
the breeze was a liltlo light in theuiorn- 
ing. It freshened up a bit in the after- 
noon, however, and the yachts skimmed 
over the water like birds. No better 
course could have been selected for the 
races. The yachts were in phiin view 
all the timo and visiting yachtsmen are 
unanimously of the opinion that it la the 
linest course in the northwest. In laying 
out the courae a eouth-west wind was 
figured on, while yesterday the wind 
wuB almost dead east, necessitating a lot 
of tacking. It is estimated by good 
judges that the yachts iu class A. sailed 
fully eighteen miles in covering the 
course, and considering the disadvan- 
tages under which they labored the 
yachts made an oxcellont showing. 

For tho first time in the history of 
yacht racing in the Northwest the Myth, 
uf Whatcom, was headed ma race. The 
new yacht Ariadne, of Victoria, ilid the 
trick while passing the wreck of tho 
.San I'edro on the third leg. 
Tlio whistleg of tho Btearaers 
Maud, Mischiel, and Wliitelaw, which 
were following tne racera, heavily laden 
with members of the i;lul)aiid their lady 
friends, tooted out merrily apd the Ari- 
adne skimmed past, admirably handled 
by Capt. Bulleu and his crew. Shu

"Have yon any objection to my re- 
turning Willi you?" 

"If you wish to take your chances 
with us, sir, I have no objection." 

"Wlnit is the fare?" 

After a moment's hesitation Fulton 
replied, "Sis dollars. " Aud when that 
anuniiit was laid in his hand ho gtizeil 
at it :i long time, and two big tears 
rolled down his cheeks. Turning to tho 
pusseiiger, lie said : 

"Kxcnso me, sir, but this is tho first 
jiceuniary reward I havo received for 
all my exertion in adapting steam to 
navigation. I would gladly commemo- 
rate tlio ocrasiou with a little dinner, 
but I am too jioor now even for that. If 
we meet again, I trust it will not be tho 
case." 

As liistory relatci;, tho voyage termi- 
nated sueeesHfully. Four j-ears later 
Fulton was sitting in Ibo cabin of tho 
tj)i rnunit, then culli'd tlie Nortli River, 
when a gent leiiiiiii entered. Fulton 
ghiaeed :it liiiii and then s])r:uig up and 
gladly shook his hand. It was lii.s lirst 
pusseugor, and over a plea.sant littlo 
dinner Fulton entertained hi.s guest 
witli the history of his suecess and end- 
ed Willi saying that tho lirst actual 
recognition of his usefulness to his fel- 
low nipu was the flS paid to him by his 
first passenger. — Harper's Round Table.

" 'How is my little soldier boy to- 
day?' she asked in a way so motiu rly, 
that it reminded mo of my good mother 
back in New York, tho patriot mother, 
who had given her con.scnt to my goinjft 
to the -war after praying over tho maltor, 
many times. . Tho hospital angel— that 
is what wo learned to call those nobla 
\yoini.'n — after giving nio a tasto ofi 
chicken and jelly asked if I had a 
mother. ,Sho saw by tho tears in my 
eyes that I had. 

" 'Now wo will write mother a let- 
ter. ' 

"Then sho sat by my side and wrote 
the letter.

AN ANCIEKT INSTITUTION.

Ceutral America Meets Vic- 
toria Business Men.

Ho Batliei's Information as to Ar- 
ticles British Columbia Conld 
Export With Proilt. 



Though business was almost at a stand- 
still yesterday and men's minds ran 
rather to the pleasures of the Jubilee 
than to the prosaic common places of life , 
there was quite a representative gather- 
ing at the Board of Trade rooms, of mer- 
chants, manufactureri, and nenplo in- 
terested in other movements of commerce 
to meet Mr. E. E. .Sheppard, Dominiou 
Commissioner to Mexico and Central 
America. 

As the president of the ISaard of Trade, 
Mr. D. K. ICer, pointed out in introduc- 
ing Mr. Sheppard the question of open- 
ing up a trade with Ceutral America and 
Mexico is of immense importance to 
British Columbia. The necessity of the 
Dominion assisting in the establishment 
of a line on the Pacilic Coast to connect 
British Columbia with those southern 
republics hail been first brought up by 
the B. C. Board of Trade and their views 
were afterwards presented to the govern- 
ernment at Ottawa. Mr. Shenpard's 
appointment as a result of these repre- 
sentations was a happy one, for he had 
lived in Mexico and was conversant with 
the language and the character of the 
people with whom it was hoped to es- 
tabish trade relations. 

Mr. Sheppard explained that he was 
not there to talk but to hear what the 
business men had to say. He invitetl 
them to furnish him with facta and 
figures relating to the various inanufdc- 
tui-es and products which they could 
export, so that he could when he w-ent 
South furnish the business men of Mex- 
ico and Central America with reliable 
information in this respect. In the 
course of his remarks and the subse- 
quent discuasion Mr. Sheppard showed 
that he had already posted himself with 
a large varietv of information on the 
countries he Is about to visit and was 
able to answer almost all the questions 
put to him as readily as if he had 
just come from Central America. 
He pointed out that it was time for the 
manufacturers of Canada to reach out 
for outside markets and show that their 
goods could compete with those of other 
countries, for the home market was not 
large enough for all the mannfacturea. 
Canada's exports to South and Cenlral 
America and iMe.\ico were very small, 
in Mexico the people did not like the 
United States, anil yet with the impuLse 
of feeling in favor of the British people 
there, Canada had lastyearonlv exported 
a paltry ^25,000 as against $42,000,000 
exported by the United States. He 
pointed out that Canada did not get 
credit in the trade returns for what she 
did ship to the countries south of tiie 
United States. Some large exporters did 
not make their exports known because 
they desired to prevent competition in 
the markets to which they shipped. 
Then, aiiain, other manuf.actures ol Can- 
ada, exported to forti^n countries were 
shipped from Xew York and other 
United States ports as distributing cen- 
tres which made the apparent exports 
of Canada to these outside countries 
very much smaller than tliey really 
were and swelled the oxjiorts from the 
United states at Canada's exjienae. The 
board of trade should make it a point to 
do what they could towards seeing that 
there was a strict registration of the 
goods exported from Canada. There 
should be a good market for Canada in 
South and Central America, and while 
the Cominion government are anxious 
to build up large ports on the Atlantic 
and Pacific, it was at those places which 
were swiftest in the race that the ports 
would be f elected. 

Mr Sheppard having inviled expres- 
sions of opinion from any of the gentle- 
men present, Mr. F. C. Davidge, who 
was the first to Itring forward the idea of 
establishing a steani.ship lino with Cen- 
tral America, touched briefly on the his- 
tory of the iiiuvciiieiit which resulted in 
C.iptain YaU's, who was sent back to 
broach the subject in the lOast, securing 
the support of the Eastern Canadian 
boards of trade. The ajipointment of 
Mr. Sheppard had followed and thoiiiics- 
tion was whether the .\tlaiitic or Pacific 
shotild secure a subsidy from the govern- 
ment for a line. Mr. Davidge showed 
how ikitirli Columbia had natural ad- 
vantages for shipping to the ports on the 
west cuuet of Central America that East- 
ern Canada diil not possess, for on the 
east coast goods would have to be trans- 
ferred from vessel to railroad at .-Vspin- 
wall and then re-shipped by vessel at 
I'aniiina. Lumber, co,d iiinl Ibiur, the 
nci^i'-silii'S of life, wliicli uuuid form the 
chief exports, could not slaiul lieavv 
freit'lits. 

Mr. ."-bepijaid, in explanation, re- 
marked that it waa not a question of 
competiiion between the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts of Canada as to which 
wou'd get a steamship line subsidized 
by the government. There already was 
a line on the Atlantic to Demerara 
which received a subsidy from the Do- 
minion. The question to be decided by 
his visit south was whether or not it 
would be advisable to subsidize a line ou 
the Panific as well. 

Mr. Ker was very glad to hear tiiis.

for he was sure it would be found that it 
would pay to subsidize a line on this 
coast, so that Canada might get a sliare 
of the $-1,000,000 of trade that was now 
done with Central America by San 
Francisco and Seattle. 

A. general discussion of an informal 
character tlien arose as to what articles 
might with advantage be shipped from 
here and a great variety of these were 
mentioned including lumber, sashes and 
doors, chemicals, siiooks, cod fish, coal, 
salmon and other things, and several of 
tbe business men stated that they 
would give Mr. Sheppard figures and 
price lists as be promises to do what he 
could to see what trade could be opened 
in any line of business with Mexico and 
Central America. 

In answer to Mr. J. H. Todd, Mr. 
Sheppard said he believed a great deal 
of the business correspondence would 
have to be done in S|)anish. He also 
had a number of suggestions from vari- 
ous gentlemen present, one from 
Mr. Lugrin that it should be 
brought prominci:tly before the coun- 
tries to which Mr. Shejipard 
waa going, the imiiortant jiosition 
wliich Victoria and \'aucouver enjoyed 
in regard to trade communication with 
China, .lai)an, so tliat if Central Ameri- 
ca imported much from Oriental coun- 
tries the trade might be done through 
Vancouver or "Victoria as distributing 
points. 

This Jlr. Sheppard sa d he w-ould at- 
teni to and as the meeting adjourned 
he stated that until September his ad- 
dress would be in care of the British 
Minister at Santiago, Chili, where let- 
ters might be sent to him by any one 
wanting information on trade questions 
in connection with his mission. 

A hope was expressed that Mr. Shep- 
pard would change his mind about going 
liome by the Atlantic coast and would 
come this way instead so as to bo able to 
give business men the advantage of 
learning the results of his trip. 

Mr. Sheppard left for San Francisco 
last night on his way South.

THE PENTICTON BAILWAY. 

Rossland City Council Urgently Press It 
Upon the Dominion Government, 

Eo.ssi,AND, June 23. — Tho mayor and 
council of this city on Monday wired 
Ottawa as follows: At a meeting of the 
city council of RoHsland the following 
resolution was passed: 

" Resolved, that the mayor and council 
of the city of Rossland hereby respect- 
fully and urgently press upon the gov- 
criiineiit at Otlan'a the urgent necessity 
()( giving a subsidy tiiia sc'ssion to the 
Culuiii bia l'^: Western i-aihvay to enable 
the construction of the said railway from 
Uobaon to Pciilicton. A mining region 
of great magnitude but without railwaj- 
Iransportalion eaizerly awaits the build- 
ing of this line this year, at least into 
the Boundary country, a distance of 
about one hundred milea. If this sub- 
sidy is not given the impending proba- 
bility is that an American road from the 
south rtill be constructed and take away 
this great trade from Canada. The de- 
velopment of mines now extensively car- 
ried on in Boundary and other large 
camps will be abandoned if the railway 
i' not quickly assured and tho progress 
of the country greatly retarded. The 
citizens of Kossland are a unit In sup- 
portinK .this resolution. (Signed) S. 
IScott, Mayor of l^ossland."
